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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of the appeal brief filed on 2-23-2004, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non- final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied by a 
supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130, 1.131 or 1.132) or 
other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1. 193(b)(2). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 2-7 and 1 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by Hess et 
al(6,631,901). The patent to Hess et al teaches the structure of a rotary printing press with a 
sheet transport system and a method for transporting a sheet as claimed including a plurality of 
rotary printing stations 12A-12D each inherently contains at least two cylinders forming a nip, a 
first rail 34 and a second rail 35 disposed on each side of a sheet transport path for guiding first 
and second grippers 32 in a sheet feed direction along the nip. The first and second grippers 32

engage the two side edges of the sheet 3 1 near the front end of the sheet and are mechanically 
decoupled with each other. An electronic control unit 13 disposed for synchronizing the motion 
of the first and second grippers with each other as well as with the rotation of cylinders of the 
rotary printing press so as to move the sheet along the sheet transport path. See Figs. 1-4 and 
column 3, line 2 through column 4, line 20 in Hess et al for details. With respect to claims 6 and 
13, Hess et al also teach the use of grippers 33 gripping the side edges of the sheet near the rear 
end of the sheet as recited. With respect to claim 7, Hess et al teach in column 3, lines 45-63 to 
brake the rear grippers so as to gently set down the sheet. Regarding claim 11, when the sheet 
being printed is wider than the width of the printing cylinders, the grippers of Hess et al are well 
capable of carrying out the sheet gripping function as recited. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hess et al 
in view of DE 4,302,125. The patent to Hess et al teaches the use of grippers individually 
triggered to engage the side edges of the sheet. However, the detailed structure of gripper 
triggering mechanism is not shown. DE 4,302,125 teaches in a sheet transport system the use of 
the same type of grippers(shown in Fig. 2) as used in the present invention(shown in Fig. 7) to 
engage the side edges of the sheet during transport. Each of the grippers of DE 4,302,125 
includes two clamping jaws that are triggered by a spring element 25 and the magnetic force of 
magnets the same way as claimed in the present application. See the entire DE patent for 
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example. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the sheet 
transport system of Hess et al with a well known type of grippers as taught by DE 4,302,125 to 
securely engage the side edges of the sheet in order to ensure the quality of sheet transport. 

Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is an Examiner's statement indicating allowable subject matter: 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 10 when rewritten in independent form is the 
structural requirement of the first and second rails diverging at one of the intake area and the 
outlet area transversely to the feed direction, in a plane of the transported sheet.
